SUCCESSFUL LITIGANT'S 
CosTs. 


Appeal to the Privy Council. 


It will be remembered that some little 
tine ago His Lordship tho Chief Justice 
(Si Francis Pizgott) in deciding an action 
lrought by Long Kee against Ny Wai for 
uw cuncellation of a moftgage, found for 
the plaintiff, but, in order to ponalise the 
plaintiff for his neglect, ordered himto pay 
ali the costs ih the action. 

Tho Hon. Mr BH. E. Pollock, K. Cc. 
instructed by Mr Jackson, of Me: re 
Johnson, Stokes and Master) represonte 
the plaintiff and Mr M: W, Slade, (instruct-: 
ed by Mr Brutton) appeared for the 
dofendant. 

Mr Polluck appealed to the Full Court 
on the question of costs, but the judgment 
of the Court below was sustained. This 
morning Mr Pollock applied to the Full 
Courl for leave to apperl te the Privy 
Cunneil. 

On glancing thivugh the papers the Chief 
Justice romarked that the value of the 
mintter at issuc should be specifienlly stated; ; 
it must bo over £500, More especially, as 
jt was a matter of costs, if should be 
definitely stated. 

Mr-Pollock—We cannot get atthe exact 
amount until the bill is taxed. We do 
not know the amount of the costs for the 
other side; our own will come to about 
$4,500. 

Tho Chicf Justice Have you the right 
to appeal ? 

Mr Pollock —Yes. Of course, our 
respectful submission is that the Court had 
no jurisdiction; we are appealing on o 
question of principle. - You cannot appeal }- 
on a question of costs alone. 

‘The Chiof Justice -It seems to me that 
the point might be taken that judgment 
might have been for plaintiff, ench party 
paying its own costs. From that you 
could hardly appeal. 

Mr Pollock—i think we could. ~ 

The Chief Justice —Well, that is a point. 
It is no use letting you go on unless you 
nre on sound ground. 

Mr Pollock—Then we would have to 
apply for special leave at Home. 

Tho Chief. Justioe-—-Of course, I quite 
undorstand that, but it would be as well to 


consider it. 

Mr Pollock—We are appealing on a 
question of principle—whether such an 

order should havo been made in a cise like 
this. 

Mr Slade—t submit your Lordships hare 
no jurisdiction to make this order. The 
powers of the Court to give leave to ap- 
peal is confined to judgments, decrees, 
orders of sententes in respect to a- sum 
or matter at issue not less thon £500.) 
Thoro is direct authority for stating that 
costs, no matter how thoy are given, ara 
not the ‘sum or matter at issue.” .. 

Tho Chief Justice—-Not in the original 
action, but they become tho issto on 
appeal. : 

Mr Stado—I think not, Tho “jjuestion 
is whether they sre the sum or matter at 
issue.
